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SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Gives Answer to Petition from Ballardvale Parents—Committee 


on Buildings and Grounds Advises of More Facilities 
Needed—Athletic Director Appointed 


\ delegation of nine citizens from Ballard- 
yale appeared before the School Board which 
met on ‘Tuesday evening and presented a 
petition to reopen the seventh grade in 
Ballardvale instead of bringing the children 
from Ballardvale up to the Stowe Junior 
high school. The answer to this petition as 
given out by the school board is printed 
below. 

(he superintendent was instructed to 
write to the passenger traffic manager of the 
Boston and Maine railroad to see if there is a 
possibility of having a train bound for 
Ballardvale stop at the Andover station in 
order that the high school pupils might get 
home earlier. At present the high school 
students are forced to wait about one hour 
and a half for a train and do not get home 
until about three o’clock unless they walk to 
Ballardvale, 

It was voted to appoint James Cole 
athletic instructor in the Stowe Junior High 
Ss hool. 

The reply to the petition for the return of 
the seventh grade to the Bradlee school is as 
follows: 

The School Committee appreciates the 

position of the petitioners and those who 
attended the hearing before the Committee 
on Tuesday evening, and is glad of the inter- 
est of the petitioners in the welfare of the 
children in the schools. The petition contained 
a protest against the removal of the seventh 
grade from the Bradlee School to the Stowe 
and implied a desire which was supported by 
you at the hearing that this grade should be 
immediately returned to the Bradlee School. 
The petition contained certain reasons for 
your position. 
” The removal of this grade to the Stowe 
School was done by the School Committee 
on account of a petition received, late last 
May, from some of the parents of children in 
the Bradlee School. That petition was some- 
what in length and set forth the various 
reasons why the parents desired their child- 
cen to attend the school at the Central Plant. 
The following are several quotations: 

“At Bradlee School one teacher must teach 
every subject in both the sixth and the 
seventh grade, thus putting both teache. and 
child at a disadvantage. At Stowe School the 
regular Junior High School routine work 
starts with separate rooms for different 
classes and also study periods. Your child 
and mine must do all their studying in the 
same room with another class who is reciting 
and know nothing about silent study periods 
and changing rooms until he enters the 
eighth grade. He is then handicapped be- 
cause the child that has already attended 
classes in the Stowe School in the seventh 
grade is alert and knows just what he or she 
must do while our boy or girl from Bradlee 
School must learn all these things. 

“Please consider these facts andif you want 
the best in the line of education for your child 
please sign the petition (both husband and 
wife) and return by the child. This petition is 
to ask the school committee to consider 
transferring our seventh grade from the 
Bradlee School to the Stowe School.

Three Hundred Seventy-Six Property Owners Receive Bills 
Exceeding $150—Shawsheen Mills Inc., 
Pays Largest Corporation Tax 


NEW BUILDINGS AT P. A. 


Plans Made for Hotel, Art Gallery, and 
Infirmary—Dining Hall and Library 
Nearing Completion 


The Trustees of Phillips Academy, at a 
meeting in Andover on Saturday, September 
21, gave their formal sanction to the plans 
for a new Phillips Inn, to be erected on Chapel 
avenue approximately on the site so long 
occupied by the Stowe House. The new 
structure, which is the gift of sundry friends 
and alumni of the school, will be Georgian 
Colonial in design, of brick and stone, and 
fire-proof throughout. There will be three 
Stories, on the first of which will be located 
the offices, the lounge, the parlor, the library, 
and three dining rooms, accommodating 
one hundred and twenty-five guests. Bed- 
Tooms, each with adjoining bath, will be 
provided for forty people. Excavation for 
this building has already begun, and it is 
expected that it will be ready in June, 1930. 

Among the other structures under way is 
the Addison Gallery of Art, of brick and lime- 
stone, to be erected on a site just south of 
the present Stone Chapel, with its portico 
on a line with that of the new Oliver Wendell 
Holmes Libsary. It is designed to contain 
the unique and remarkable collection of Am- 
erican art recently acquired, a portion of 
which has been temporarily shown to the 
public in George Washington Hall. This 

uilding will comprise six exhibition rooms 
on the first floor and nine smaller galleries 
on the second floor. In the basement will be 
a library, two study rooms, work rooms, and 
storage quarters. It is hoped that this also 
can be occupied within a year, 

Although plans for the new Inficmary 
have not been altogether perfected, the 
project has been ap proved by the Trustees. 
It is the gift of Dr. Frederick T, Murphy, ’93, 
of Detroit, a member of the Board of Trus- 
tees. The project calls for a building not 
unlike the well-known Dick Hall’s House, at 
Dartmouth, having the aspect rather of a 
home than of a hospital, with beds for sixty 
patients. The site selected for it is east of 
Samuel Phillips Hall, where it will command 
a view into the Great Quadrangle. 

A new and very beautiful Dining Hall, the 
gift of Nathaniel Stevens, ’75, of North 
Andover, Russell A. Alger, ’93, of Detroit 
and other generous benefactors, is now well 
on the way to completion. This building, the 
largest and most costly structure yet erected 
on Andover Hill, is planned to furnish meals 
for all the seven hundred undergraduates, as 
well as for many members of the teaching 
staff. On the ground floor are two large 
dining rooms, paneled to the ceiling in fumed 
oak, with spaces for portraits of distinguished 
graduates. The corridors are richly orna- 
mented in Carrara marble. On the second 
floor are two more large dining-rooms, 
paneled in walnut, one smaller faculty dining 
room, and two private dining rooms for 
special occasions, The kitchen is in the base- 
ment, and each floor is amply supplied with 
serving rooms. A committee appointed by 
the Trustees and consisting of Alfred E. 
Stearns, James C. Sawyer, and Charles H. 
‘Forbes, is making plans for the operation of 
the Dining Hall when it is ready for use. The

Professor Rogers announced tentative 
titles for his eight lectures.

‘Local Color Writers”, W. D. Howells and 
Realism”, “F. Marion Crawford and Ro- 
mance”, “‘Humorists and Popular Poets” 
“The Magazine and the Short Story”, and 
“The Turn of the Century”’. 

Although most of the members of the class 
will probably be auditors taking the course 
as a series of lectures, assignments of reading 
and written work and tests have been ar- 
ranged for persons who wish to take the 
course for lice credit. 

Interested persons may enroll at the first 
meeting or at the office of the Superintendent 
of Schools, Oliver School, Lawrence.

13. A round-trip ticket between any two 
points on the Boston and Maine, good going 
and returning anytime within this three-day 
period, will be sold for one-way fare plus $1; 
children under 12, half fare plus half a dollar. 

Under the ‘dollar day” plan, it is pointed 
out, it is entirely practical to take such a trip 
as that from Portland, Me., via Boston to 
Troy, N. Y., and return, at a saving of 
practically ten dollars. Proportionate savings 
are available from and to other points, for the 
passenger from any station on the Boston and 
Maine may select any of the several hundred 
other stations on the railroad as his destina- 
tion, the only requirement being that the 
return journey must be commenced by mid- 
night, Sunday, October 13.

The report of the committee on buildings 
and grounds as submitted to the Andover 
School committee is as follows: 

At the June meeting of the Andover 
School Committee it was voted io instruct 
the Committee on Buildings to determine 
what additional facilities, if any, were 
needed by the town. During the summer this 
Committee has studied the situation in 
Andover, has consulted with officers of the 
State Department of Education and has 
visited schools in other towns. As a result it 
wishes to submit to the School Committee the 
following report: 

PRESENT SITUATION 

At the present time the equipment at the 
Central Plant consists of the S. C. Jackson 
School of four class rooms in which are 
grades 1 and 2, which have averaged to con- 
tain 122 pupils in the last four years. The 
central heating plant for all the school build- 
ings in this area is under these four class 
rooms, which means considerable heat and 
some dirt in the class rooms. The Committee 
cannot help but feel some insecurity in having 
class rooms over a large boiler plant even 
though it is equipped with all safety devices 
and is, of course, passed on by the State 
Boiler Inspectors. This building contains no 
adequate room for physical exercise by the 
pupils. The opportunity class has a room in 
the basement of this building in quarters 
that should not be used for a class room. 

The John Dove School has six rooms 
occupied by the 3rd, 4th and Sth grades, 
which have averaged to contain 208 pupils 
in the last four years. The 6th grade is located 
in the Old Punchard High building. 

The Stowe School has six class rooms 
occupied by the 7th and 8th grades with an 
| average enrollment of 210 pupils. The toilet 
|facilities are inadequate and dark, the 
auditorium (which at times is used for 
classes) is dark, poorly equipped and too 
small for gatherings of the whole school. 
The opportunity for physical exercise hardly 
exists, even though physical training is 
required by law. 

ScHoot PoPuLATION 

The possible change in the size of the 
school population in the years to come is 
difficult to prophesy. It is, however, safe to 
assume that the rate of change for the last 
few years is a fair indication of what it will 
be in the future. Since 1921, grades 1 to 6, in- 
clusive, have increased approximately 10 
percent, while in the same period grades 7 to 
12 have increased 40 percent. This figure of 
40 percent is abnormal as a large part of the 
increase was due to the Shawsheen develop- 
ment. It is safe to assume that the average 
growth of 10 percent in the primary grades 
will continue in the next years and that the 
growth in the higher grades will be at a 
somewhat higher rate. The great probability 
of legislation to increase the compulsory 
school age in the near future will tend to 
increase the school population, as the Con- 
tinuattion School in June, 1929, had an en- 
rollment of thirty-five (35) pupils. 

Juntor Hic Scuoo. 

The dominant problem facing the School 
Committee is ‘How efficient should Ando- 
ver’s Junior High School be.’ The Stowe 
School was recognized as a Junior High 
School by the State Department of Education 
in 1923, In the old High School organization 
there were eight or nine grades in the ele- 
mentary school system and four in the High 
School. The grades in the elementary school 
were each conducted by one teacher, who 
taught all major subjects. During the last 
twenty years, in order to give the type of 
education which would best fit pupils for 
their place in life, the Junior High School has 
come into existence. It is designed to provide 
departmental teaching with specially trained 
teachers for each subject; such as a History 
| teacher, an English teacher, etc. Each teacher 
| conducts all the classes of her subject in all 
|three grades of the Junior High School. 
These grades are the 7th, 8th and 9th, | 

The primary object of the Junior High 


| pupil for the purpose of guiding him for his 
future study in the Senior High School. 

At present, Andover has only two grades, 
7th and 8th, in its Junior High School. The 
9th grade, which should be the last year of the 
Junior High School, is the first year of the 
Senior High School. Modern education has | 
| discovered that the break between Junior 
}and Senior High Schools should come after 
| the 9th grade. This would leave only three 

years for the Senior High School. 

For the last ten years the principal and 
| teachers of the Stowe Junior High School | 
have been trying, under the most difficult 
of circumstances, to provide the proper edu- 
jcation for their pupils. The School Com- 
|mittee now fully recognize that in these 
|most important years of adolescence our 
Junior High School cannot properly provide 
| this education with a most ineflicient and 
| inadequate school building. We, therefore,

Mr. Carpenter was born in Amherst, June 
17, 1867, graduated at Dartmouth College in 
1887, and Thayer School of Engineering in 
1889, He went at once to Nicaragua as sur- 
veyor for the proposed canal, was later en- 
gaged in railroad construction in Cuba, and 
engineer in charge of the Gatun Dam of the 
Panama Canal. Since 1911 he has been vice 
president and general manager of the Central 
Aguirre Sugar company of New York and 
Boston, in Porto Rico. 


His interests were strong and enduring. 
His love of the outdoors, of books and of boys, 
his tenderness for the old and for the sick, his 
eager devotion to college and class, his loyalty 
to principle, and his satisfaction in attempt- 
ing the arduous and hazardous were all 
characteristic.

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Conference of Red Cross Chapters to Be 
Held in Andover 


Miss Mabel T. Boardman will be one of the 
outstanding speakers at the Red Cross con- 
ference to be held at Peabody House on 
Wednesday, October 9th. 

Miss Boardman, as a volunteer worker, has 
held the position of national secretary of the 
Red Cross for many years and also has been 
a member of its Central Committee ever 
since 1905, with the exception of a short 
period after the war. 

Heralded today as the mother of our 
modern Red Cross, Miss Boardman’s service 
and devotion to its cause harks back to the 
time when the society occupied one small 
room in the War Department obtained 
through the interest of William Howard 
Taft, then Secretary of War. Its entire paid 
staff at that time consisted of a secretary. 
Miss Boardman is given a large part of the 
credit by those most familiar with the 
society’s history for its phenomenal growth 
and for its rapid development as an instru- 
ment for the relief of suffering ‘in peace and 
in war, at home and abroad”’. 


It was mainly through Miss Boardman’s 
efforts that $400,000 in public contributions 
and a Congressional appropriation of $400, 
000 were procured for the erection in Wash- 
ington of the present Red Cross building as a 
memorial to the heroic women of the War 
between the States. Through herefforts, funds 
were raised in the same way for the erection 
of another Red Cross building, a memorial to 
the Women of the World War. 


Miss Boardman is a native of Cleveland 
and was educated there and in New York, 
supplementing this with studies abroad. She 
has been a prominent resident of Washington 
for many years, and upon her appointment 
by the late President Wilson as one of the 
three commissioners for the District of Col- 
umbia, became the first woman to hold that 
important office. 


Conspicuous service was rendered by Miss 
Boardman at the International Red Cross 
conference in London in 1907 as a delegate 
from the American Red Cross, She was also 
appointed by the late President Roosevelt as 
one of the American Delegates to the con- 
ference in 1905 to revise the treaty of Geneva, 
under which the Red Cross functions. Miss 
Boardman declined this honor stating that 
the conference involved military questions 
upon which she felt that others were better 
fitted to act. 


She has been the recipient of numerous 
honorary degrees from colleges and univer- 
sities, and has been decorated by the govern- 
ments of Sweden, Belgium, France, Portugal, 
Serbia and Japan, and was also presented by 
the Italian government with a reproduction 
of the old Victor’s Crown. 

Miss Boardman is author of “Under the 
Red Cross at Home and Abroad”. 

A group of hostesses under the direction of 
Miss Anna Kuhn will welcome the guests

are the Thompson Starrett Company. It is 
possible that the facilities may be utilized 
early in 1930. 

The opening of Paul Revere Hall, the 
newest of the dormitories, has added a 
building of much charm and beauty to the 
structures on the east side of Main Street. 
It is located at the eastern end of the Smaller 
Quadrangle, just off Salem Street, and facing 
to the west. The materials used were brick 
and stone, over a steel framework, and it is 
absolutely fireproof. The dormitory is four 
stories high and divided by a wall into two 
entries, each of which accommodates twenty- 
six boys in single and double suites. The 
double suites have fireplaces, and each room 
is comfortabiy furnished. The prices for 
rooms are slightly higher than those pre- 
vailing in the other school dormitories. The 
proctoring is done by two resident instructors 
—Dirk H. Van der Stucken and Emory S. 
Basford, The architect was Charles Platt, of 
New York City, and the builders were the 
Thompson Starrett Company. 

The new quadrangle formed by Pearson 
Hall, Paul Revere Hall, the Dining Hall, and 
Day Hall, is rapidly taking shape. The fire 
escapes have been removed from the south 
side of Pearson Hall, and the interior has 
been somewhat altered to conform with fire 
regulations. The new flag-staff in the center 
of the quadrangle is soon to be set in its 
foundations, and the rows of linden trees 
around the border are to be planted this 
autumn. The small brick building which 
formerly stood in the rear of Seminary row 
and which, long known as the Sanhedrin, 
was later devoted to music and to the 
academy laundry, has also been razed. 
Around the Training Field, where now rises 
the Memorial Tower, granite posts have 
been set, and a chain fence has been placed. 
The Old Campus, on Phillips Street,—the 
scene of so many stirring football contests in 
times past,—has been graded and sodded to 
provide an additinal area for playing fields. 
Alumni of the “nineties” will find, on in- 
spection, that the boulders and jagged rocks 
with which they were familiar have been 
covered up or removed. 

The main campus, including the Vista, 
has been carefully graded, but the work 
cannot be completed until the tearing down 
of Brechin Hall is finished. The removal of 
Brechin Hall will make it possible to main- 
tain an uninterrupted stretch of lawn from 
Chapel Avenue to Salem Street, providing a 
beautiful foreground for the new structures

Fire Prevention Week—October 6-12 


The week of October 6-12 has been desig- 


nated by President Hoover as Fire Preven- 


tion Week. The annual observance of this 
week, says Secretary of Agriculture Arthur 
M. Hyde, undoubtedly has contributed 
materially to the cause of human safety and 
well-being. 

Following the President’s announcement 
on fire losses in general, Secretary Hyde 
called attention to farm fire losses in the 
following Statement: 

“The farmer has as much reason as the 
city dweller or any other owner of property, 
to interest himself in these special annual 
campaigns against fire. 

The loss on farms and in rural communities 
due to fires has been estimated to have been 
as high as 3,500 lives and $150,000,000 worth 
of property in a single year. The rural popula- 
tion of our Nation should give serious and 
constructive thought to this problem and 
make special efforts to eliminate needless fire 
losses. 

Lightning, defective chimneys and flues, 
sparks on combustible roofs, matches, smok- 
ing, spontaneous ignition of agricultural 
products, careless use and storage of gasoline 
and kerosene, faulty wiring and improper use 
of electric appliances, continue to be the 
principal known causes of fires on farms. 

The individual has it in his power to com- 
bat these hazards, and I urge that he do his 
utmost to safeguard his family and property 
against the fire menace. Periodic clean-up 
and inspection of premises will remove many 
serious fire hazards. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture has a 
special committee on farm fire protection, 
which is actively cooperating with interested 
national organizations in an effort to reduce 
the losses from fires on farms and in rural 
communities. 

Rural volunteer fire departments, equipped 
with modern motorized apparatus, are re 
ceiving merited-and widespread attention, 
and represent investments which pay divi- 
dends in fire protection, especially where 
good roads have been provided. 

The rural fire prevention and control 
movement calls for concerted and continuous 
effort by all concerned, with the common end 
in view of conserving national resources, both 
in lives and materials.”

Designation of Midshipman to U. S.

The Navy Department has notified me

The men whom I shall designate, both as 
principal and alternates, to enter the examin- 
ation for admission to the United States 
Naval Academy, will be selected as the result 
of a district-wide competitive examination.

ROGER W. BABSON TELLS THE 
PROS AND CONS OF BRANCH BANKING 


High Ideals of Service Are Necessary for Its Success—Fundamental Economic Tendencies 
Face in Direction of Centralized Banking Control— Advises 
Holding of Good Local Bank Issues 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, October 4, 
1929, There is a strong movement on foot to 
allow national branch banking. Signs indi- 
cate that the leaders will try to have Con- 
gress enact a law allowing national banks to 
form branches in any part of the country. At 
present they can only form them in the cities 
where they are located. This is a revolution- 
ary change. The thousands of small inde- 
pendent country banks have always been 
the backbone of our financial system. If they 
are to be taken over by a few large city 
banks it will mark the passing of another 
great American institution. In the process 
it may arouse public fear of financial monop- 
oly. The final success of the movement, how- 
ever, will depend upon whether the men be- 
hind it are actuated by high ideals of service 
to the public, oc whether they merely wish 
to make more money. Perhans is is econom- 
ically best for the country to abandon the 
independent country banking system. There 
are strong arguments to support that view. 
However, unless the leaders of this move- 
ment take the public fully into their con- 
fidence they will never achieve their aims. 

Even assuming that national branch 
banking is made legal, the only way it can 
permanently succeed is for the management 
of the city banks to take an active and per- 
sona] interest in the problems of the small 
communities. The country banker is the 
business man’s best friend. He has the 
complete confidence of his customers; he 
guides their business affairs. If a branch 
bank merely means financial government of 
a community from a distance, without the 
interest of that community at heart, then it 
will be resented. The public relations 
problem here is the same as that which the 
chain stores faced. More and more the chain 
systems are realizing that their continued 
success lies in closer cooperation between 
district managers and the individual com- 
munities they serve. Absentee control in 
itself is a cause for public suspicion. Only 
sincere ideals of helping each individual 
community to grow and progress in a busi- 
ness and financial way can make branch 
banking successful. 


Economic Advantages 


Granted that the large banking interests 
enter this new field in a real spirit of service, 
there are certain economic advanatages to 
be gained. First, it is becoming well known 
that many country banks are in a weak posi- 
tion. The failure records of the past two 
years show this. In recent months bank 
failures have increased alarmingly, especially 
in the South and West. In the three months 


The string of failures in Florida would pro- 
bably not have occurred under a branch 
banking system. Most of the failures of the 
past five years have been of small country 
banks, particulacly in the agricultural sec- 
tions. Under our present system there is no 
diversification of risk. When one territory 
has a crop failure, or business depression, 
all the banks in that territory are affected. 
On the other hand, the large city institution 
with branches over a wide range of territory 
would probably not be ve verely affected by 
adverse conditions in any one locality. 

Chain banking should be clearly distin- 
guished from branch banking. Recently 
there has been a marked growth of bank 
holding companies. These institutions are 
formed to control, through stock ownership, 
a number of independent banks. This form 
of organization, however, has many faults. 
In fact the chains of banks in Florida and 
Georgia were no better off than the inde- 
pendent banks during the recent difficulties. 
Indeed, some students claim that the chains 
aggravated rather than retarded the general 
collapse. Branch banking is an entirely 
different thing. Large city institutions 
establish branches which are integral parts 
of the parent company, and are not con- 
trolled by holding companies. The resources 
of the great city banks would, therefore, be 
entirely at the disposal of the branches in 
times of local stress. This unquestionably 
would constitute an element of great strength. 
The chain system has grown up because of 
the weak position of the small independent 
banks. Often times these holding companies 
have been able to buy up the country banks 
at bargain prices. The chain movement with 
all its weaknesses will, nevertheless, continue 
unless some other method, such as branch 
banking, takes its place. 

A national branch banking system would 
closely approach that which prevails in 
Great Britain and Canada, where it has been 
successful for a long period of years. Local 
depressions do not affect the banking insti- 
tutions of these countries as they do in the 
United States. This is because the geo- 
graphical risk is well diversified, and the 
financial strength of the central banks is so 
great as to absorb temporary losses in given 
localities without upsetting the whole 
structure, 

Disadvantages 

On the other hand, there are certain dis- 
advantages. The country banker, even 
though subject to the hazards of local de- 
pression, is usually a man of high ideals and 
character with the best interests of his 


and good-will of their fellow townsmen. To 
lose these men would be a distinct loss to the 
communities and to the country. No doubt 
insofar as possible the large banks will try 
to retain the services of these men when 
branch banks are established. It would re- 
quire great thoughtfulness, tact, and a 
sincere desire to be of service for any branch 
managers to take their places. This, however, 
is not an insurmountable problem provided 
the big banking leaders choroaahly under- 
stand it and if they, themselves, are actuated 
by hig ideals of service. 


Opportunities in Stocks of Small Banks 


If national branch banking is legalized 
beyond the limits of the cities it will mean a 
scramble for the stocks of sound, well con- 
ducted suburban and country banks. Also 
the stocks of some chain bank holding com- 
panies may be sought. I have long advised 
the holding of good local bank issues. With 
prospects of this great revolutionary change 
toward branch banking, many of these 
securities may easily rise to handsome fig- 
ures, Just how soon branch banking will 
come no one knows. Early next year efforts 
will probably be made s introduce such as 
bill into Congress. There it will be met with 
stiff opposition from certain independents, 
Pe rreuley from the West and South. 
‘undamental economic tendencies, however 
seem to face in the direction of centralized 
banking control, and whether it occurs next 
year or at some time in the future, the trend 
is distinctly in that direction. How successful 
it will be when it comes depends entirely 
upon the character and high ideals of the 
men who guide our great city banks.

Bears Annual Crop of Pears 

The weight of three centuries has split its 
trunk into three stems, but has not dimin- 
ished its vitality. History has been written 
in the fields and in the country round about 
it. The pageant of war has been enacted 
several times almost underneath its bran- 
ches. Nine generations of the family that 
originally planted it have passed into mem- 
ory. Fashions have come and gone. Its less 
robust fellows have long since died out, and 
yet the old Endecott pear tree on the Orchard 
farm at Danvers, is once more bearing its 
October fruit. This is presumed to be the three 
hundredth lineal crop of the earliest culti- 
vated tree in New England. 

Indicated by popular legend and by all 
available historical documents in the Essex 
Institute at Salem, to have been planted by 
John Endecott, the first colonial governor of 
Massachusetts Bay, this pear tree was 


moved it to the Orchard Farm, which was set 
aside for him by the Court of Assistants. 
This fact is determined by a later diarist, who 
notes that the John Endecott sundial, made 
in London to the order of the governor in 
1630, was placed on Orchard Farm in 1632 
and that it marked or suggested the location 
of the tree. Even though made of brass, the 
sun dial, considered the earliest time piece 
in New England, has fallen victim to time and 
changing fashion, and since 1867 has been 
among the museum pieces of the Essex 
Institute. 

The oldest cultivated tree in New England 
should be neither unwept, unhonored, nor 
unsung. It has, in fact, not been neglected. 
In October, 1809, President Adams wrote to 
a noted Salem diarist to inquire about it; 
famous persons have approved the flavor of 
its fruit; on Arbor Day, 1890, and doubtless 
at other times, the poets wrote winged words 
about it; and latterly its perpetuation has 
been a matter of concern to divers persons. 
In 1892, for instance, Harriet P. Fowler, of 
Danvers, grafted three shoots from the elder 
statesman of Orchard Farm, in order to 
secure its blessings not only to ourselves but 
to our posterity. 

The present owner of Orchard Farm is an 
Endecott, tenth generation of the family 
founded in America by the first{colonial 
governor of Massachusetts Bay.

RECURRING 
PROBLEM 


ANDOVER’S SCHOOL 


Novelty vs. Natural Law 

Never did Columbus more feverishly 
strain his vision for fresh evidence of new 
land than do men and women of our age 
feverishly watch for the next new thing. 
Whatever it be that comes to us bearing the 
stamp of novelty captures at once our imag- 
ination and kindles our desire: a new style, 
a new fad, a new invention, a new venture, a 
new stunt, a new speed record, a new cult, 
a new morality, a new religion, a new peda- 
gogy, or a new psychology is sure to “thrill” 
the modern mind. As a result our very at- 
mosphere is surcharged with expectancy, and 
distinction is sure to be accorded that indi- 
vidual or that community that first seizes 
and utilizes the last new thing. 

Nowhere does the idea of novelty meet with 
readier hospitality than in the minds of our 
local sitio! boards. With them novelty and 
progress are identical. Their eagerness to 
incorporate in permanent form the latest 
suggestion emerging from the laboratories 
of our experimental Psychologists is such as 
to spread alarm among those tax-payers 
who must shoulder all the extra costs. This 
alarm is occasioned by the well-founded sus- 
picion that this rapid piling up of cost to 
meet these new demands: new buildings, 
manual equipment etc.—fails utterly to yield 
adequate results. They see in this whole 
attempt an endeavor “to make work, play”, 
to provide escape from that hard intellectual 
exercise which alone disciplines the mind and 
fits the student to master the intricate 
problems of life. 

These Psychologists lose sight of the un- 
changeableness of mental laws, they con- 
found material processes with mental pro- 
cesses and claim that as one changes so 
changes the other. They compare our schools 
with a factory where old machinery must be 
often scrapped to meet new demands. This 
would have legitimacy were education a 
machine-made product. Machinery is doing 
much to lessen physical toil, why may it not 
lessen toil of brain? This, however, cannot be 
done! No amount of tinkering with electric 
machines, radios, carpentering, plumbing, 
basket-making, sewing, cooking and beauty- 
parlor manipulation can ever “educate”? 
our children, It may interest them, it may 
remove aversion to the schoo] room, it may 
give dexterity by coordinating brain and 
hand, and quickly satisfy a natural desire 
for accomplishment, but it can never be a 
substitute for hard and persistent mental 
work, and this just because of the unchanging 
laws of mental activity: the very structure 
of the mind demands effort. 

Nothing is easier than to crowd a child’s 
mind with facts, and were education chiefly 
the acquisition of facts, the movies, radio 
and daily pene might be relied upon to 
educate our children; but to remember facts 
is one thing, to correlate and digest these 
facts is quite a different thing. Facts were 
never so plentifully and easily acquired as 
to-day; they lie about us as thick as autumn 
leaves, but few indeed of our boys and girls 
are trained to analyze and sift these facts. 
This requires power to think hard and to 
think deeply, but to think hard and deeply is 
possible only by hard and persistent work 
upon the part of the student himself. It 
demands the application of his entire will 
power. This is his driving power and the 
supreme task of the teacher is to call out its 
full strength. A boy or girl can get out of a 
book only so much as he or she puts into it. 
A teacher is not a purveyor of facts but an 
inspirer of the will. This is why teaching is 
the hardest of all tasks and, because this is 


President Lowell and Professor Rogers are 
dead right in their protest against the 
present trend in our preparatory public 
schools. This vociferous clamor for a Junior 
High School in Andover by our school com- 
mittee—what does it signify? Is it to develop 
in our children an increased power to think? 
You may comb the utterances of these 
claimants during the last two years with a 
fine-toothed comb and find not the faintest 
hint of a demand for increased mental 
power. The school committee expatiate at 
length upon the “complexity of modern 
life.” They tell us the schools are called upon 
to “record our social and economic tenden- 
cies, to accurately reflect the people’s chang- 
ing habits, tastes and needs” etc., but every 
step they make to adjust our schools to this 
changed environment is one step further 
away from the true goal. Their plan calls for 
less and less thought power on the part of 
our children, 

The more complex our age, the more varied 
and intricate its problems, the more need 
exists that our children face modern life with 
their mind trained to think, to analyze, to 
sift facts, to see facts in their relation, judge 
of their relative value, and recognize the 
principles on which they rest. Not a scintilla 
of all this finds utterance in all their demands. 

Prove to the people of Andover that the 
outlay for a Junior High School costing at 
least $300,000, and entailing an extra yearly 
expense of $20,000 will turn out scholars 
with intellects ground to a keener edge, with 
ambition for knowledge increased, with 
judgment more nicely balanced, with greater 
independence and self-reliance and a purer 
moral sense than could possibly be secured 
without this Junior High Schcol and ex- 
hibiting scholarship far superior to that of 
those who graduated from Punchard thirty 
years ago—let this be proved and every 
present barrier to the committee’s cherished 
demand will be instantly taken away. But 
the committee dare not make such a claim! 
On the contrary, their appeal is to the labor- 
shirking side of human nature. They promise 
in their report to “make work play’, to 
conform their curriculum to the preferential 
side of the child’s nature. They boldly claim 
that the sole object of their strenuous effort 
to establish a new Junior High School in 
Andover is to discover these preferences:— 
“the object of the Junior High School is to 
reveal the attitudes and interests of the 
children’’, so says the chairman of our school 
committee in his last report “signed for the 
Committee”. This he says ‘is Andover’s 
problem and to solve it there must be a new 
centralized school building”. 

I agree with Chairman Weeks and his 
committee that such an experimental venture 
constitutes ‘‘Andoyer’s problem”. But the 
best way to solve this problem is to sponge it 
out entirely. To shape up our entire school 
policy in line with the likes and “aptitudes” 
of our children is certainly a novel idea, 
nothing more novel has appeared in this 
novel age of ours. And it will certainly be a 
novel thing if the intellectual people of 
Andover consent to pay the noyel price 
demanded by this novelty.

‘Inside’ Information 


tsot roast beet sandwiches are made by 
toasting slices of bread on one side, spreading 
the toasted side with butter, and placing 
slices of cold roast beef between, next to the 
toasted sides of the bread. Now toast the 
outside of each sandwich, place on hot 
plates, pour hot gravy over each sandwich, 
and garnish with a sprig of parsley and a 
pickle. 

At this season the markets are full of the 
so-called ‘protective foods.’’ They are the 
fresh fruits and vegetables, eggs, dairy 
products—all good sources of minerals and 
vitamins, insuring growth and health and 

reventing the diseases that come from too 
imited a diet. 


Meat loaf or roll is an economical meat 
dish. Some of the cheaper cuts can be used in 
making it. All that is not eaten hot is useful 
for cold slices, sandwiches, or hash, Any lean 
meat may be used, Allow a medium sized 
onion to each 2 pounds of meat, and 1 egg 
to hold the chopped meat together. Fine dry 


bread-crumbs and any preferred seasonings 
may be added. 

Prune salad is made by simmering prunes 
until soft, removing the stones carefully and 
stuffing the cavity with well-seasoned cottage 
or cream cheese. It is served on lettuce with 
French or mayonnaise dressing. 

To make cinnamon buns or rolls, simply 
roll out your ordinary raised bread dough, 
cut with a large cooky cutter, brush the tops 
with egg, and sprinkle with cinnamon and 
sugar. Do not use too much cinnamon. Three 
parts of sugar to one of cinnamon is a good 
proportion. 

One of the most common causes of failure 
in making sauerkraut is the use of too much 
salt. The right quantity is 2 1-2 per cent by 
weight of the cabbage packed. When cabbage 
is to be fermented in very warm weather, it 
may be well to use a little more salt but not 
to exceed 3 per cent. The salt should be 
evenly distributed. The red streaks some- 
times seen in sauerkraut are believed to be 
due to uneven distribution of salt.
